Let me glance at the 
events of the few months which have elapsed since 
I came here, and you will the more readily under¬ 
stand my meaning, and account for my impression. 

I left a land ruled by a hereditary monarch: a 
land with a titled and privileged aristocracy ; a 
land where a Slate Church oppresses the people 
and lords it over humbler sects : a land where the 
representative system is defective, circumscribed, 
partial, exclusive and unjust: a land where taxes 
are unequal, heavy, and intolerable: a land where 
the toiling and meritorious milions have yet to be 
put .in possession of their political rights ; but a 
land where it has been decided that the soil shall 
be sacred from the polluting tread of the man- 
hunter ; a land which gives freedom to every slave 
who, escaping from the unrelenting tyranny of 
American Slavery, touches out consecrated shores.
